The  fir  ft  Eclipfe  is  of  the  Sun,  and  will  happen  on  Fri- 
day the  25th  of  May,  near  our  2  o'Clock  in  the  Morning; 
tonfequently  inviiible  to  us,  and  to  all  thefe  Parts  of  the 
Globe. 

The  fecond  Eclipfe  is  like  wife  of  the  Sun,  and  will  happen 
on  Saturday,  the  17th  Day  of  November,  near  our  10 
o'  Clock  in  ihe  Mornirg  ;  but  will  be  invifible  to  us,  and 
to  all  thefe  Farts  of  the  Earth. 

Altho'  at  the  Time  of  this  !ad  Eclipfe  the  Sun  will  have 
a  confiderable  Altitude  above  our  Horizon,  yet  the  Moon's 
South  Latitude  being  augmented  by  her  Southern  Parallax 
of  Latitude,  will  deprefs  her  too  low  to  eclipfe  any  Part  of 
the  Sun's  Body.

Concerning  the  Diftance  between  the  Sun  and  the  Eirth  k 
there  is  a  great  Difagreement  between  the  former  and 
latter  Altronomers,  occafioned  by  the  Difagreement  bet  v«.en 
their  Obfervations  the  Sun's  Horizontal  Parallax  (  vnich 
is  equal  to  the  Earth's  Semidiameter  viewed  at  the  Suajf  r 
lycho  making  it  3  Minutes,  Kepier  but  1,  Bullialdus  2  Mi- 
nutes  2  \  Seconds,  and  Ricrioh  but  28  Seconds.  Confe-  x 
quently  the  Diftances  arifmg  from  hence  are  lefs  than  thofe 
of  the  latter  Aftronomers.  The  very  ingenious  and  accu- 
rate Monf.  De  La  Hire,  in  his  Tabul  Jpon.  thinks  the  Sun's 
Horizontal^  Parallax  to  be  not  above  6  Seconds,  and  his 
Diftance  therefore  to  be  3 4377  Semidiametcrs  of  the  Earth. 
But  although  his  Obfeivations  were  made  lince,  yet  f  fhalLjj 
make  ufe  of  Menf.  Qajjin?*  Number,  being  deduced  from 
very  ingenious  and  accurate  Obfeivations  of  the  Paradax  of 
Murs9  and  agreeing  nearly  wirh  the  Determination  of  two 
great  Men,  Mr  flamjud  and  Mr.  Huygrvs,  and  1  may  add 
Dr.  HallytoOj  who  make  it  about  10  or  12  000  uiame'.ers 
of  the -Earth.  That  great  Aftronomer  alhgns  a  IN  umber 
between- them,  in  his  Its  El  mens  de  V  AJircv.  S  cl.  37,  'That 
the  Sun's  Parallax  being  fuppofed  to  be  9  £  Seconds,  gives 
the  Diftance  of  the  Sun  from  the'Emh  21,600  bemidiame- 
Urs  of  the  Earth,  which  are  equal  to  86,651,398  Engli/b 
Miles  ;  and  imagining  the  Magnu<  O.b'r.  to  be  a  Circle, 
(which  is  an  Ellipfis  not  much  dtfrering  from  a  Circle)  the 
Double  of  that  Number  is  the  Length  of  its  Diameter,  iwSfr 
172,102,795  Engijjb  Miles.
